We talk a lot about the free 
enterprise system, but it actually 
.isn’t free, if we compare it with 
the gaudy eighties and the gay 
nineties when most of our enter- 
prise was free in the Macy and 
Gimbel cut-throat  price-war 
manner. 


But, it is inescapable that what 
Macy’s and Gimbel’s did in New 
York makes it imperative that 
the United States make up its 
mind whether it wants a free- 
enterprise economy, or a regu- 
lated one.

preme Court undermined by its 


adverse decision, manufacturers’ 


were allowed to set the retail 
price of their products and le- 
gZally enforce that figure with the 
help of courts. The _ retailer 
who had bought the products 
could not say they were his be- 
cause he could not sell them at 
reduced rates to clear out his 
inventory, or use them as a 
“leader” to attract traffic to his 
store. He could be arrested and 
fined for so doing. 


Argument 


This legalized price-fixing was 
done in the name of ‘“‘fair trade.” 
It was argued that larger retail- 
ers could afford to undersell on 
certain items because, with add- 
ed volume of overall trade, they 
could make up the loss. But, on 
the other hand, many small busi- 
nesses could not do so, It was 
said, and no doubt with truth, 

h@ndreds of smal] businesses 
epend for survival on the profit 
from .goods with prices unalter- 
ably fixed by the manufacturer. 

The average citizen, if polled, 
no doubt would prefer to do his 
trading at stores where there 
were no prices fixed’ by the fed- 
eral or state government. 

But, again we must make up 
Our minds. For a good many 
years we have been moving away 
from a fre > enterprise system, 
to which we have given much lip 
service, and toward a regulated 
“security” enterprise system. 


In the years after the Civil 
War there were great advances 
of the protective tariff laws— 
largely to the detriment of the 
Séuth and the West. 


Labor has its minimum wage 
laws, and they have been help- 
ful in removing some of the 
sweatshop operations. Airlines 
are guaranteed from failure by 
a subsidy, as American rail- 
roads were granted millions and 
millions of acres of land in their 
early days—much of which they 
yet own and which provides them 
with some “fat” in these days of 
greater restriction and competi- 
tion from truck and. bus lines. 
The farmer clings to is guaran- 
tee of parity prices. Dairymen 
fight to have their returns fixed 
and “guaranteed.” 

The’ meat packers currently 
are protesting federal efforts to 
bring down beef prices even 
though the price of beef is more 
than 150 percent above parity.

He said a feeling of fear is be- 
ing generated 4hroughout the na- 
tion “by the constant but false 
propaganda that we are weak— 
that we are not prepared to de- 
fend ourselves against any who 
may attack.”

Poor dad! 


He’s a victim of bills, TV, 
weekly allowances for the kids 
and the only time he ever gets 
the car is when nobody else in 
the family wants it. Luckily, one 
ay a year is set aside so the 
family can lavish affection and 
love on his tired old shoulders, 
But Monday he’ll be back on the 
job working to earn enough money 
to pay the bills that the ‘rest of 
the family has fun incurring. 

And whose fault is it? Well, a 
lot of well-informed people will 
tell you it’s dad’s own fault. They 
say that father’s woe comes from 
not yelling “whoa” to the daily 
routine and getting to know the 
rest of the family ... mainly his 
son. 

So maybe Father’s Day should 
be the day on which dad sits 
down and makes an accounting of

himself. Maybe he isn’t the back- 
seat martyr he likes to pretend 
he is. 


According to Juvenile Court 
Judge W. W. Woolfolk, 60 to 70 
percent of all juvenile male de- 
linquents are products of broken 
homes where son is not allowed 
any contact with father. 


The problem is so serious that 
the Juvenile Court, in many cases, 
has ‘to establish a father factor in 
order to adjust young boys who 
have broken the law or become 
problems in general. 

“There just isn’t any substitute 
for a real, honest-to-goodness fa- 
ther-son relationship,’ Judge 
Woolfolk will tell you. 

In many cases, too, dad has be- 
come a symbol of discipline rather 
than a companion. Fulton School 
Superintendent Paul D. West 


points out that .school teachers 


can easily spot a boy who has a 
companion for a father rather 
than a fellow around the house 
who deals out lectures whenever 
son strays from the straight and 
narrow. 


“A boy whose father is a regu- 
lar guy is much happier and in 
most cases a better student,” West 
says. “That doesn’t reflect on 
mothers .. . trouble is, most 
mothers have to bring up the boys 
in the family . . . dad’s just too 
busy.” 

Dad’s just too busy—that’s the 
standard excuse. The atomic age 
decorated with inflation keeps the 
average father too tied up to get 
out. once in a while and shag 
flies with his kid.

Carrying to the public his ef- 
fort to win from Congress an ex< 
tension ‘and strengthening of the 
Defense Production Act, Mr, Tru- 
man warned that the power to 


continue present controls would 
expire in just sixteen.days unless 
Congress acted before then. 
“This is a time of national 
danger.” the President declared. 
“The welfare of all of us is at 
stake. If inflation got away from 
us, and wrecked our savings and 
ruined our economy, that would 
be the easiest victory the Kremlin 
could ask for. Communist Russia 
could win the whole world to 
NC ae ane without firing a. 
ot. 


The President coupled a plea 
for recognition of the consumers’ _ 
interest with a blistering attack 
upon the National Association of 
Manufacturers and others whom 
he called “lobbyists” for “special 
interests.” He said these groups 
were contending that inflation 
could be cured without price con< 
trols. 


But while he spoke harshly of 
lobbyists for the cattle industry, 
he spoke well for the cattle grow- 
ers: and feeders themselves and 
said he did not believe they were 
“going on strike against their. 
country and their fellow citizens.” 


The President declared that 
while inflation was not a partisan 
issue, since it struck people in all 
parties, there inevitably would be 
political repercussions from this- 
appeal to the people to put 
pressure on Congress to enact a- 
new Defense Production Act in“ 
slightly more than two weeks, ~.

Since our models weigh the 
same, it might seem they should 
be entitled to the same number 
of calories, provided their ac- 
tivities match. But alas, that’s 
not the case... 

Our short, plump lassie is 
toting about 20 excess pounds 
in fatty tissue. Since fatty tis- 
sue takes practically no part in 
the activity of the body sells, it 
burns few calories. Figuring 
from there, it’s easy to see that 
the more of your weight that is 
in fatty tissue, “dead weight,” 
the less food (calories) you re- 
quire and the less you can eat 
without piling on pounds.

as she pleases, she consumes 
roughly 300 calories a day be- 
yond her requirements. It’s 
plain to see what happens... 
she gains at the rate of half- 
pound a week. And when this 
goes on week in and week out, 
how the pounds roll up. 

Whether or not you like arith- 
metic, you can’t argue with fig- 
ures ... particularly when the 
evidence is on the scales.

“But each sex should have 
some time apart during each 
day,” he qualifies.

TEHERAN., Iran, June 14—A conference of representa- 
tives of the Iranian Government and the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company opened at the Finance Ministry here Thursday 
night in an atmosphere of uncertainty as to the prospect for 
a settlement in the British-Iranian oil controversy.

Iranian oil since March 20 after 
deduction of expenses and. 25 
percent to guarantee the compa- 
ny’s probable claims. 

In making this demand Vara- 
gteh was simply requiring that 
the provision of Article 2 of the 
April 30 Oil Nationalization En- 
abling Law be immediately bind- 
ing upon the company. 


ADJOURN TO SUNDAY 


Speaking for the Anglo-Iranian 
delegation, which he heads, Basil 
Jackson, deputy chairman of the 
company, asked for adjournment 
until Sunday so the government's 
demand might. be considered.

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Congress Shoots: at Sparrows 


There will be great beating of breasts 
and boastful speeches in Washington aris- 
ing from the action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in upholding the “economy 
drive” in the rivers and harbors and fiood- 
control appropriations: bill. 

The House voted to cut about $125,000,- 
000 from the amount asked, which was a 
reduction of approximately 20 per cent. 

That is commendable. All domestic, 
nonmilitary expenditures must be held to 
a minimum both as a ‘means of fighting 
inflation and in order to channel all pos- 
sible funds into rearmament. 

But when it comes to economy the Con- 
gress is only too apt, as Senator George put 
it, to shoot at sparrows when bigger game 
is necessary. The Georgia senator pointed 
out that if a balanced budget is to be 
maintained a total of some $6,000,000,000 
must be cut from nonessential spending. 
He rightly characterized the cut effected 
in the rivers and harbors bill as a mere 
pittance. 

While the House was reducing federal 
spending by an almost insignificant sum, 
the Senate flatly refused to accept a pro- 
posal which would bring about a really 
sizable saving 

Sen. Paul Paeuitios told the Senate the 
government was too liberal with its grants 
of leave for civilian emploves. He said 
their annual leave comes to 26 days, which 
is more than five weeks’ vacation with pav. 
In addition,-government employes get 15 
extra days of sick leave. What with holi- 
days and time off to produce crowds for 
. greeting visiting celebrities, Senator Doug- 
las said civilians in the government work 
little more than 200 days a year. 

Obviously the senator’s proposal to cut 
annual leave to 20 davs and sick leave to 
12 would not work a hardship on anyone. 
Few if any employes in private industry 
get the equivalent of five weeks’ vacation

Georgia and the South have lost a fore- 
most agricultural expert and a fine citizen 
in the death of Dr. H. P. Stuckey, director 
emeritus of the experiment station at 
Griffin. 

Dr. Stuckey was actively in charge of 
the station for more than 30 years, having 
retired in 1948. In that capacity his con- 
tributions to Southern agriculture were 
many and varied and he became a widely 
known author on horticultural subjects. 


Italian Elections Not All 


While Communists lost control of sev- 
eral industrial cities in the Italian provin- 
cial elections, the over-all picture is not too 
good. The elections covered all of Italy 
and Sicily and were held on three suc- 
cessive Sundays. 


It is possible to translate the results 
almost any way. On the credit side is 
the fact the .Communists lost control of 
the city government in Genoa, Venice, 
Milan, Turin and Florence. 


On the shocking side is the fact that 
the Communist Party and the Socialists— 
and in Italy the Socialist Party is a fellow 
traveling’ party—received more votes than 


each year plus such liberal sick leave. 
We think government employes are enti- 
tled to as good treatment as in private 
business, but there is no call to set them 
apart as a privileged class. 

Reducing the leave time would make 
it possible to cut down on the 2,500,000 
civilian employes on the government pay- 
rolls. It would mean less spending and it 
would mean a release of urgently needed 
workers for industries engaged in produc- 
ing the goods of war. 

It is certain the saving produced by 
Senator Douglas’ plan would be far greater 
than the paltry sum the House cut from 
the rivers and harbors bill. 

But the Senate, by a 36-35 vote, turned 
it down. 

In times like these it is necessary that 
each spending proposal be judged on its 
contribution to rearmament. We must do 
without the frills and lace of peacetime 
if the country is to remain solvent and our 
currency not be debased by price inflation. 

That this is not being done is illus- 
trated on a small scale in Atlanta by 
an announcement the other day a contract 
had been awarded to replace the present 
floor in the Old Post Office Building with 
a new terrazzo marble chip floor at a cost 
of $240,000. So far as we can determine 
the present floor, of Georgia marble, is 
neither unsightly nor hazardous. Most 
likely it would prove adequate for sev- 
eral more years. And the $240,000 the 
government is spending could be put to far 
better use under present conditions. 

The people do not object to new taxes 
for rearmament. But they do object to 
business and politics as usual in govern- 


' ment spending at a time when every avail- 


able penny ought to go to the strengthen- 
ing of the country’s military might. 

Senator George is right. Congress is 
shooting at sparrows.

However deep the sense of foreboding 
brought by the commission’s new revela- 
tions, there is at least some comfort in the 
warning they furnish to Russia of our 
growing atomic might.

Relief Abuses 


Call me callous if you will, but I find myself: 


1. In approval of the Senate’s Wednesday 
vote to permit states to open relief rolls to publie 


inspection, and 


2. In contempt of Welfare Director Alan Kemper’s action rais- 
ing from $250 to $5,000 the amount of property a Georgian may 
hold and: still receive welfare payments from the state. 


The Senate action, in which one trusts the House will shortly 
concur, was long overdue. The politica] direction of state welfare 
departments and the constant pressures to which local administra- 
tors are subjected have long since resulted in the placing of thou- 
sands of persons on pension and relief rolls who have no business 
there. They have been protected by the policy of secrecy upon 
which the federal government has insisted. Once the names of 
those receiving welfare payments are made public, the undeserving 
will begin to go, voluntarily or otherwise. Then there will be 
room for the thousands of genuine needy who are now denied 
assistance. Granted, a few sensitive souls may be embarrassed 
in the process, but the good to be accomplished will far outweigh 
the disadvantages. 


As for State Welfare Director Kemper, his action surprises 
me greatly, this not being an election year. Admittedly, the $250 
property limit for pensioners was too low in these inflated times. 
But certainly the $2,000 figure suggested by Governor Talmadge 
would have been adequate. Making it more liberal, as Mr. Kemper 
has done, is only inviting a recurrence of such instances as he, 
himself, recently cited where a woman who had been on relief 
died and more than $11,000 in cash was found in her possession. 


Don’t get me wrong. I don’t begrudge any worthy relief recipient 
a penny that I contribute, via the state, to his support. It’s only 
that there are-so many deserving cases who aren’t getting any help 
that I’d like to see some of those who really don’t need it dragged 
away from the: public trough. 


As individuals, the majority of Georgians certainly wouldn’t 
want to contribute to the support of anyone with upward of $5,000 
in cash or property. Surely the state is wrong when it forces 
us to do it collectively. 


Let’s have relief, yes; but jpnly for those who actually need it.

MacArthur Denial 
Confuses Many 


WASHINGTON—Most persons will find 
something confusing in General Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s angry denial of testimony before the Sen- 

ate Far Eastern policy investigating committee which indicated 
that he had favored efforts to bring Chinesé Nationalists and Com- 
munists together in a single unified government in China. 


In his earlier appearance before the committee, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson had read a message sent Dec, 7, 1945, by Gen- 
eral MacArthur, Lt. Gen. Wedemeyer and Admiral Spruance, our 
three top Pacific commanders, of which the following is an excerpt: 
“It is suggested that the United States’ assistance to China... be 
made available as a basis for negotiation by the American Am- 
bassador (then General George Marshall) to bring together and 
effect a compromise between the major opposing groups to promote 
a unified democratic China.” 


Responding to a telegram directed to him by Senator William 
F. Knowland, California Republican, MacArthur plainly showed 
that his dander was up over the Acheson-read message. He de- 
nounced as “a prevarication without color of factual support” any 
story that he favored such a coalition in China. He went so far as 
to say that General Marshall’s attempt to promote such a coalition 
in 1945 and 1946 was “one of the greatest blunders in American 
diplomatic history, for which the free world is now paying in 
blood and disaster....” 


Vague MacArthur’s vaguely worded explanation of the intent 

of the 1945 message he signed was that “a wise and 
judicious play upon the potential of American assistance might ma- 
terially strengthen Chiang’s efforts to secure political unification” 
—whatever that means. His final assertion in the reply to Senator 
Knowland was this: 


“Any inference ... that I sponsored a compromise which would 
favor the forces of Communism at the expense of the forces of 
freedom or would effect a political coalition of such diametrically 
opposed and irreconcilable forces is a prevarication without color 
of factual support,” etc. 


Words have a way of betraying their meaning, of course, and 
it is quite possible that the message in question was intended to 
convey something else. But it certainly would not be indicated on 
the surface. 


Whatever General MacArthur and the others may have meant 
in the 1945 message, nothing Secretary Acheson said in his testi- 
mony implied that the General ever “sponsored a compromise 
which would favor the forces of Communism at the expense of the 
forces of freedom.” The wording of the Knowland message sug- 
gested that the Administration has favored such a compromise. 


In the light of the vehement reply of General 
Agreements MacArthur it becomes appropriate to examine 
the agreements which General Marshall worked out with the con- 
flicting forces in China which he was sent ‘to negotiate. Under the 
first of these hostilities were to be ended permanently. Another 
called for setting up a state council of 40 members to rule provi- 
sionally, pending the formation of a constitutional and freely elected 
government for the whole of China. Of the 40 council members, 20 
were to be selected from Chiang’s Kuomintang party and 20 from 
the Communist and other parties—to be appointed by Chiang 
himself, who was to have a veto over the council’s actions, and 
who could be overridden only if his own party deserted him in 
sufficient numbers to give the opposition a three-fifths majority. 


Finally, the agreements provided that Chiang’s and the Com- 
munist forces were to be amalgamated into an army of 60 divisions, 
50 of them Nationalist and 10 Communist. Of these divisions, 15 
of them were to be stationed in crucial Manchuria, 14 Nationalist 
and one Communist. 


If there is or was anything about these agreements that “favored 
the forces of Communism at the expense of the forces of freedom,” 
it would take a perverted mind to point it out. 

General MacArthur’s bitter attack on General Marshall can 
only be explained on the grounds that he must have a feeling of 
frustration over the devastating testimony delivered against his 
thesis. by the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Secretary of Defense.

The ‘Voice’ of America 


WASHINGTON—“The next voice you hear will be that of General Whatnot.” 
He has. become the Voice of America today. Suddenly it must be dawning upon 
all of us, as it has upon this reporter, that everywhere you turned for the last 
few weeks you heard the voice of generals, talking, talking, talking, arguing 
about military strategy, what it should or should not have been in the past, 


: what it should or should not be in the future. 
that there’s something wrong with this picture, something almost wacky, 


It suddenly occurs to you, too, 
here in this country 


where it’s been the tradition that generals might be seen, but rarely heard—here among a 
peaceful people where the military has been subordinated. 


For weeks now they. have monopolized the 
platform, so that all we’ve heard about is wars 
We are all becoming little generals ourselves. 


That, carried on long enough, can have 
an insidious effect on the mind and temper 
and psychology of any nation, even ours, 
and this is just the delicately critical stage 
in world affairs when that should not be so. 
It is bad for us—and it is bad that this is the 
image of us being impressed upon the rest 
of the ‘world. 


Only recently the supremacy of the civilian 
over the military was dramatically—and neces- 
sarily—reasserted when President Truman re- 
moved Gen. Douglas MacArthur because the 
latter was assuming to challenge the civilian 
authority. 

Ironically, it was that act that started the 
parade of the generals, talking generals, with 
the result that they achieved a prominence never 
before seen by this reporter in his time. It began 
with the speech before Congress of General Mac- 
Arthur, himself, a gesture of a grateful people 
to a great soldier which the general chose to 
capitalize. Thereby a controversy was set off 
among the generals that has been raging pub- 
licly ever since. 

General MacArthur said old generals fade 
away. He followed his prescription—for a time. 
But now he is back talking again on a procession 
through Texas. 

It is only fair to point out that the generals, 
all of them estimable men with records of great 
service to all of us, are not to blame for the 
talkathon, at least. up to now. In the first in- 
stance General MacArthur was invited to speak 
to Congress and subsequently was summoned as 
a witness before the Senate investigation of his 
removal and of Far Eastern policy. Likewise, the 
other generals, members of the Joint Chiefs of 


% 
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Staff, were summoned to the Capitol to testify, 
and so was Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, the most 
recent. 

Congress, then, was responsible for what has 
gone on up to now and must take responsibility 
also for a result that has been deplored in sev- 
eral quarters. That is the open and public dis- 
cussion of our military plans and strength, so 
that the whole world, including Russia, has been 
able to sit figuratively in the audience. 

General MacArthur is, of course, now talking 
on his own in his Texas venture. 


But there’s been enough of this star-stud- 
ded salon, this epaulette tea-talk, which is 
not good for_us, for our allies, or our na- 
tional security—though plenty good for our 
enemies.

That’s the way it used 
to be.

It’s time to put the emphasis again on peace— 
not war.

WITH MacARTHUR IN TEXAS—Put on your chest protector and come along 
with me, vicariously at least, as a member of the MacArthur entourage. It’s real 
rough going, and how the 71-year-old soldier stands it is more than I can under- 
stand. One of the general’s aides was nice enough to invite me to fly over from 
Austin to Houston with him, in his chartered Eastern airliner appropriately named 
“The Champion,” and to go along in the 22-mile parade from the airport, through 

the city and out to Glenn McCarthy’s pleasure dome, the Hotel Shamrock. MacArthur moves very 
fast when he’s headed out of a town. You've got to stick close to somebody well known in the party—let’s 


say Lt. Col. Tony Story, his pilot. 

Jean MacArthur is no bigger than a minute, 
and it’s a pretty frightening sight, for this old 
sufferer from claustrophobia, to see a ton or two 
of himan flesh lunge at her with strength enough 
to knock down a brick wall. Tony fends for her. 
Since MacArthur’s return, Tony has now fended 
off what amounts to the combined weight of the 
Queens Elizabeth and Mary. 


Yesterday I felt myself being muscled out — 
of the group, after that fine invitation, too, 
and found a young lad being tossed out 
with me. I leaned on him for support. 


Then I heard the voice of Mrs. MacArthur, 
many difficult yards away.

McCarthy, Marshall and Bob Taft

of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
McCarthy 

Here it was decided that, if the McCarthy 
campaign begins to attract real attention, Mar- 
shall’s record of service to the United States 
will be adopted as a party issue, and an all-out 
counteroffensive against McCarthy undertaken. 
This decision, so different from the general cow- 
ardice displayed last summer, reflects at least 
a partial restoration of confidence among the 
Democrats. 

As for McCarthy, his charge that Marshall is 
implicated in “infamy so black as to dwarf any 
previous such venture in the history of man” is 
so ridiculous that it may seem silly to discuss 
it seriously. 


Yet a man who has proved that Se can use 
demonstrable falsehoods to devastating politi- 
cal effect cannot be @ntirely laughed off. 
And McCarthy’s new campaign is quite pat- 
ently an attempt to reverse the trend of 
events which has set in during the last few 
weeks. 

The MacArthur dismissal seemed at first a 
last twist of the knife in the moribund body of 
the Truman administration. Yet already some 
of the most astute Republicans on Capitol Hill 
are glumly conceding that Tie MacArthur affair 
has been “a net asset for the Truman admin- 
istration.” 

When MacArthur was dismissed, after all, 
the Fulbright and Kefauver investigations were 
Gaily uncovering further evidence of moral 
sleaziness in the administration, and both inves- 
tigations threatened to go on forever. The war 
in Korea was going badly, and a great Commu- 
nist offensive impended. Secretary of State Dean 
‘Acheson had been transformed into a symbol 
of disaster and worse. There existed hardly even 
contact, much less co-operation, between the 
administration and the Democrats in Congress. 


In brief, for the Democrats, the outlook could 
not. have been blacker. But when Truman dis- 
missed MacArthur, mink coats and gangsters’ 
bribes instantly became faint memories. There 

‘followed the smashing defeat of two Communist 
offensives in Korea. And with a kind of last 
convulsive effort, the Democrats almost to a 
man closed ranks over the MacArthur issue. . 

Moreover, those Republicans, like Sen. Rob- 
ert A. Taft, who bet their political shirts on 
MacArthur, have clearly been disappointed. They 
obviously took MacArthur’s implied aasurance 
that his views were backed by the Joint Chiefs

issued his first blast against Marshall. 


at face value. If the Joint Chiefs had broken 
publicly with the administration and backed 
MacArthur, the administration would have been 
destroyed. Instead, the well-pu@icized testimony 
of the Joint Chiefs has repudiated MacArthur’s 
basic views, day after day. 

Secretary Acheson, instead of proving easy 
meat for McCarthy and his backers, has acquit- 
ted himself sq well that his position, uneasy 
though it is, is measurably stronger than it was 
previously. And even Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer’s testimony has given the politicians back- 
ing MacArthur no unalloyed delight. 


This does not mean that the administra- 
tion has won anything like a clear-cut vic- 
tory on the MacArthur issue. In the end, 
the issue will be determined by events. But 
quite apart from the merits of the case, 
there is no doubt that the Democrats are 
decidedly more confident than they were a 
few weeks ago, and the Republicans de- 
cidedly less so. 


McCarthy’s charge that Secretary Marshall 
directs “the timetable of conspiracy” is obviously 
designed to change all this, by obscuring the 
real issues, as the skunk uses his glandular secre- 
tions to confound his enemies. More interesting 
and significant than the immediate Democratic 
reaction to this challenge will be the reaction 
of the responsible Republican leadership, and 
particularly of Sen. Robert A. Taft. 


The new McCarthy attempt to capture the 
headlines by whatever means may very well 
fail—McCarthy has become something of a bore. 
But if not, the time must come when Taft, as 
the Republican leader, must either stand ignobly 
silent, or must repudiate the notion that a man 
like Marshall, who has devoted his life to his 
country, can be a traitor. 


The trouble is that at least some of those 
around Taft consider McCarthyism a more im- 
portant political asset than thé mediocrity and 
occasional moral squalor in the administration, 
which are the Republicans’ real passport to the 
Whtie House. Yet surely Taft himself can 
hardly look forward with pleasure to a time 
when no man, whatever his stature, can serve 
the American government and hope to retain a 
shred of personal honor or reputation. After 
all, Senator Taft very much wants to be Presi- 
dent of the United States himself one day.

Two 
weeks ago some students from 
Emory University visited his 
farm. 


“LAST WEEK a large group 
of officials and farmers from 
Randolph County, Alabama,, 
spent several hours going over 
his pastures and studying his 
methods. 


“TI could not tell you how 
he has done what he has as 
I am no farmer. One detail 
impresses me very much, 
however, and that is that Mr. 
Ridley borrowed no money to 
make these improvements and 
that the farm has paid for it. 


“Mr. Ridley, of course, does 
not know that I am writing you 
and he is seeking no publicity. 
I, too, desire to remain anony- 
mous. However, I do believe he 
has done and is doing an out- 
standing job in a business which 
promises much for the future of 
our state and the Southeast. I 
believe knowledge of his expe- 
rience would be of help to 
many other farmers as he is no 
theorist but a practical farmer 
if ever there was one.”

Death Comes to the Game 


The managers of two Alabama-Florida League clubs 
met at home plate in Headland, Ala., Tuesday night and 
exchanged batting orders as prescribed by baseball law. 
As the umpires waited to call for play to begin, Hult Mil- 
ner, a veteran outfielder they call “Cat” and manager of 


the — team, turned and walked from the plate without 
@ wor 


_ As he approached the Dothan dugout, Milner motioned to his 
players. They filed out of the park behind their manager and drove 
away toward Dothan. The explanation was found in the Headland 
’ 2 batting order, where Manager Bubba 
Ball had _ written in “Clifton, p.” 
wasn’t at the bottom of the Headland list, 
for Jack Clifton is a good hitter. When 
he isn’t pitching he usually takes up his 

glove and goes to the outfield. 


On June 2, though, he was pitching. 
One of his left-handed deliveries seemed 
to get out of control and struck a Do- 
than outfielder, Ottis Johnson, on the 
head. Last Sunday, Johnson died of a 
fractured skull and the baseball tragedy 
constructed a mountain of emotion along 
the nine miles that separate the two 
southeastern Alabama towns. Their pop- 
ulations vary from Dothan’s 21,556 to 
Headland’s 2,092, second smallest point in 
Organized Baseball.-Landis, N. C., (1,815) 
is smaller. But they stand on equal 
baseball footing, if indeed Headland is 
fs > Ge not superior.

Bisher Cat Milner and his Dothan Browns 
were only following orders. The owner of the club had told Milner 
not to field his team if Headland pitched Clifton. The owner, 
Charlie Smith, who made his pile in Texas before settling down in 
Slocomb,‘ 20 miles southwest of Dothan, to operate a string of 
warehouses, a grocery store and theater, refused to regard the situ- 
ation as a baseball man, but rather as a golfer who. had just driven 
his ball into a water hole. 


It's a Mental Hazard 


“When you come to the next water hole,” he said by telephone 
in a voice that belongs to a movie sheriff, “it becomes a mental 
hazard, doesn’t it?” It does. ‘‘That’s the way I feel about my boys 
facing Clifton again. It’s a mental hazard. They’ll be edgy, and I 
don’t intend for them to have to stand up there and hit against him. 
They'll never face Clifton again as long as I own this team. It’s 
nothing I hold against him. I wish him nothing but the best.” 


Owner Smith’s stand created a potential crisis, for the next 
evening Headland was scheduled in Dothan, and it was still 
Clifton’s turn to pitch. One of the largest crowds of the season 
came out, but the weather created the only crisis. After an 
hour’s delay caused by rain, Manager Ball sent his 1950 ace, 
Tommy Stone, to the mound and Headland defeated Dothan, 
5-4. The Headland right fielder looked on with interest. His 
name: Jack Clifton. 


Emotion ran so high that churchgoers filing out of a Headland 
revival gathered in small clots to talk it over. When Dothan’s 
afternoon newspaper, The Eagle, ran pictures of Johnson and Clif- 
ton, a petition was circulated among Headland subscribers sug- 
gesting that they quit taking the paper. Manager Ball and repre- 
sentatives of the Headland team called on Sports Editor Rueben 
Herring to lodge a protest against printing the pictures. 


“Emotion is running very high,” said G..M. Halstead, president 
of the Class D league and a resident of Headland. “It’s such a shock- 
ing and unusual occurrence that it is difficult to appraise it properly. 
And I am caught in the middle of it. I must keep my mind clear to 
be in a position to judge.” 


The Widow Kept a Clear Head 


Clifton himself was as greatly concerned as anybody. The 
accident had come as a shock to him, though while Johnson still 
fought for his life he went out and pitched a no-hitter against 
Panama City. 


Around the turn of the °40s, he was known as a “terrific 
pitcher” at the University of Georgia. As professional baseball 
experience goes, he is known as a “limited service man,” which 
means he has played less than three full seasons. He pitched 
several years in the Flint River League, and at one time man- 
aged his hometown team in Blakely, where he still works in a 
peanut oil factory by day, plays baseball by night. 


He has always leaned toward wildness, now leads the league in 
walks and has several wild pitches charged to him. While he held 
Panama City hitless, his wildness cost him two runs. Before the 
Johnson incident, however, he had never seriously injured a bats- 
man. 


Johnson was the league’s home run leader and Dothan’s big 
offensive gun. Baseball practice calls for a “brush-off” or “knock- 
down” pitch at critical moments, and a hitter like Johnson often 
draws more than his share. There has been no indication, though, 
that the fatal pitch was one of this sort. 


Through it all, the widow has maintained one of the coolest 
heads. When she read that Dothan had forfeited Tuesday night, 
she called the Dothan newspaper to say that this shouldn’t be. 
And then she revealed a secret heretofore known only by her- 
self, her pusband and Clifton. 


While he was on his deathbed, she said, her husband kept trying 
to say, as best he could, that Clifton was not at fault. “When he 
took a turn for the worst, I called Clifton to the hospital room and 
Ottis and I both tried to tell him that we did not blame him, and 
that we didn’t want it to stand in the way of his pitching career.”

What he envisages, said Sforza, 
is “a super Atlantic union,” with 
an Atlantic parliament, in which 
all countries forming a part of 
the new association of powers 
would be represented. 


Europe, said Sforza, is indebted 
to the United States for two acts 
of extreme generosity. First was 
the Marshall Plan, designed to 
improve the European economic 
situation, and second was the At- 
lantic Pact, designed to improve 
the European military situation.
